He  gave  many  examples  of  the  results 
of  good  home-work,  and  was  especially  interesting  when  he 
described  his  own  efforts,  made  under  his  Tutor,  the  famous 
Hamblin  Smith,  of  Cambridge  University.  He  said  this  was 
the  day  of  all  days,  when  we  all  thought  of  our  Old  Boys, 
who  had  once  assembled  to  hear  the  results  and  to  receive 
theif  prizes.  It  was  indeed  fitting  to  remember  those  Old 
Boys,  who  had  gone  forth  to  do  their  duty  in  the  great 
European  struggle.

"Who  was  killed  in  action  whilst  fighting 

in  France,  June,  1916. 

He  left  with  the  47th  Battn. 


2nd  Lieutenant  R.  W.  L.  Crawford,  R.F.A.  We  deeply 
regret  to  chronicle  the  death  of  Lieut.  Crawford.  He  was 
wounded  during  an  attack  on  some  German  trenches  and 
village  beyond.  His  Colonel  and  he  lay  without  aid  l^eing 
al)le  to  reach  them.  A  Doctor  at  last  crawled  out  to  them 
and  rendered  "first  aid."  Later  gangrene  set  in,  and  poor 
Crawford  had  to  have  his  leg  amputated.  He  died  on  a 
hospital  barge  on  July  13th,  and  was  buried  at  Abbeville 
Cemetery.  His  Colonel,  Lieut.  Col.  W.  A.  Short,  writes  of 
him:  "I  should  be  glad  if  you  would  say  from  me  how  much 
the  Brigade  feels  the  loss  of  so  gallant  a  young  man.  His 
devotion  to  duty,  which  caused  his  wound,  in  front  of  a  Ger- 
man village  (till  then  believed  impregnable),  was  no  surprise 
to  his  brother  Officers." 

2nd  Lieut.  Cuthbert  J.  Creery,  R.F.C.  Wq  are  also  deeply 
sorry,  to  chronicle  the  death  of  Lieut.  C.  Creery,  who  was 
killed  in  action  on  the  Somme  front  on  October  20,  1916. 
''Cuthy"  called  at  the  School  just  previous  to  leaving  for 
England. 

Gunr.  W.  A.  Cuthbert  wrote  a  very  interesting  letter  from 
Petawawa,  where  the  I5tli  Brigade  were  training.  This 
Brigade  is  now  at  AA'itley  Camp,  Surrey. 

Pte.  D.  B.  Craig  wrote  from  Bramshott  Camjx  He  is 
with  the  103rd  Battalion,  and  hopes  soon  to  be  in  France.

London. 

C.  J.  Holms  writes  from  the  R.M.C.,  Kingston,  where  he 
is  now  (|uite  ''at  home."  Hard  Work  is  the  chief  feature  at 
Kingston. 

A.  F.  Peers.  We  have  just  heard  that  Peers  has  passed 
into  the  Royal  Xavy.  He  did  verv  well,  obtaining  8th  place 
out  of  8t  candidates. 
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Lieut.  C.  Y.  Kilpatrick  has  written  two  interesting  letters 
from  England.  He  is  now  with  the  30th  battalion,  along  with 
Finlayson.  "Kil"  was  much  impressed  with  the  English 
trains.      He  said  his  men  wanted  to  get  one  as  a  ''souvenir." 

Bdr.  J.  de  Pencier  has  joined  C.F.A.,  68th  Battery.  He 
has  not  been  long  in  winning  promotion.  We  note  with 
pleasure  that  the  68th  Battery  have  a  good  Rugby  Team,  and, 
of  course,  "John"  plays  "half"  for  them.

All  his  men  are  loud 
in  their  praise  of  him  and  evidently,  from  all  accounts,  he  led 
his  fellows  forward  like  a  "hero." 

Lieut.  R.  Watt,  Yorks  Regt.,  gives  a  very  graphic  account 
of  his  first  engagement,  which  we  are  sure  will  be  read  with 
great  interest  by  all  who  were  at  School  with  him.  We  were 
indeed  sorry  to  receive  the  news  that  "Robin"  had  been 
wounded. 

Lieut.  G.  Miller,  M.C.  It  gave  us  great  pleasure  to  hear 
that  Lieut.  Miller  had  been  awarded  the  Military  Cross  for 
gallantry  in  an  engagement  with  the  Bulgarians.  We  have 
not  seen  "Gerald"  for  a  long  time,  but  we  are  proud  he  was 
one  of  "Ours."     We  much  regret  that  he  has  been  wounded. 

Capt.  P.  R.  M.  Wallis,  i6th  Battalion,  has  just  returned, 
after  having  been  seventeen  months  at  the  Front.  He  is 
suffering  from  deafness  and  shell  shock.  We  are  glad  that 
he  is  recovering.  When  we  knew  that  "Dick"  was  returning, 
the  Cadet  Corps  arranged  to  meet  him  at  the  wharf  and  give 
him  a  real  "School"  welcome.      We  were  all  disappointed  that 
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the  fog*  prevented  the  boat  leaving  till  too  late.  However,  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Capt.  Wallis  at  the  School. 
He  shook  hands  with  all  old  friends,  and  said  a  few  words  to 
the  boys  at  Mr.  Barnacle's  request. 

Pte.  R.  Kingham.  We  are  very  sorry  that  Kingham  has 
been  badly  wounded  whilst  fighting-  on  the  Somme  Front. 
He  is  with  the  i6th  Battalion.  We  are  very  glad  to  know 
that  Kingham  is  recovering.  He  had  been  chosen  for  the 
dangerous  work  of  sniping. 

Pte.  J.  H.  Brookes.  We  are  sorry  to  hear  that  Brookes 
has  been  wounded.      We  hope  it  is  not  serious. 

Lieut.  Sholto  Gillespie  has  been  wounded  whilst  fighting 
on  the  Salonica  Front.      \Xe  hope  it  is  not  serious. 

Pte.  L.  V.  Macdonald.  We  deeply  regret  that  Macdonald 
has  been  killed  whilst  fighting  in  France.

The 
party  could  not  get  through  the  wire,  and  Taylor  and  two  or 
three  men  spent  about  two  hours  working  away  at  it  and 
trying  to  cut  through,  but  eventually  they  had  to  give  it  up. 
Taylor  very  bravely  volunteered  to  go  out  and  have  another 
go,  and  this  time  they  got  through  the  wire  and  into  what 
they  thought  was  the  Bosche  front  line,  but  it  was  a  wired 
crater  and  impassable,  so  Taylor  decided  to  stay  there  and 
round  up  a  patrol.  They  w^ere  spotted  and  by  extraordinary 
bad  luck,  the  first  shot  fired  got  Taylor  slap  on  the  head.  The 
other  Officer  and  an  N.C.O.  tried  their  best  to  get  him  back, 
but  as  the  Huns  were  counter-attacking,  they  had  to  leave 
him.      There  were  many  volunteers  the  next  night  to  get  his 
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body,  but  no  one  was  allowed  to  go.  You've  no  idea  how 
everybody  loved  him  here.  All  the  men  worshipped  him,  and 
we   miss   him   tremendously." 

Pte.  R.  E.  Waldon.  We  are  sorry  to  hear  that  Waldon 
has  been  wounded,  we  trust  not  seriously.  He  left  with  the 
88th   Battalion. 

Capt.  D.  F.  Scott.  We  are  sorry  to  hear  that  Scott  has 
been  wounded.  He  has  done  extremely  well  and  earned  rapid 
promotion.  He  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  48th  Battalion  when 
he  left  Victoria. 

W^e  learn  that  Galer  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Staff  of  the  Director  of  Supplies  and  Trans- 
port, Overseas  Canadian  Headquarters,  Sandgate,  England.
